WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
—TIhe United States today ex- 
pressed regret over police vio- 
lence against Negro demonstra- 
tors in South Africa, wnere 92 
Negroes have been kiiied in two 
days of rioting. 

A statement issued at the 
State Department admitted that 
rioting and the measures 
taken against it constitute an in- 
ternal matter of another country 
on which the United States does 
not normally comment. 

Negro mobs have been demon- 
Strating against South Africa's 
white supremacy laws. Reports 
from Johannesburg said police 
had fired on the mobs again to- 
day. 

(In London, the British gov- 
ernment refused Laborite de- 
mands for an expression of 
sympathy for Negroes killed and 
injured in the rioting.) 

State Department Press Offi- 
car Lincoln White issued this 
statement when asked at a news 
conference whether he had any 
reaction to police firing on the 
demonstrators: 

‘The United States deplores 
violence in all its forms and 
hopes that the African people of 
South Africa will be able to ob- 
tain redress for legitimate 
grievances by peaceful means. 

‘‘While the United States as a 
matter of practice does not ordi- 
narily comment on the internal

Russian Troops Abroad. 

He sharply reminded Russia’s 
Valerian Zorin that the Soviets 
also have, troops stationed out- 
side their borders, but with this 
difference—they were not always 
invited. They have gone there 
sometimes as the result of direct 
attack or political action and 
have been used on occasions 
against hostile populations, 
Eaton said. 

Eaton did not refer specifically 
to the Hungarian uprising of 1956 
/or the East German workers’ 
revolt against the Communist 
regime in 1953, but his meaning 
was clear. 


French Delegate Jules Moch 
earlier in the meeting pointed 
out that under the Soviet dis- 
armament proposals, Russia's 
“internal security forces’’ would 
still be strong enough to force 
Moscow's will on smaller na- 
tions. The only safeguard, he 
said, was the creation of an in- 
ternational police force. 

Limited Nuclear Bar. 


The West proposed at today’s 
three-hour meeting a limited nu- 
clear disarmament agreement 
with cheat-proof controls as the 
first step toward a totak East- 
West bar on nuclear warfare. 

Moch told the Russians that 
this “‘is the only serious, honest 
and solid way to approach the 
problem.” 

Canada’s Gen. E. L. M. Burns 
also stressed thé importance of 
effective control measures. He 
said “it is our experience that 
all too often agreements are not 
carried out’ and “there are 
many means of evasions and of 
concealment of weapons.”’ 

Moch told Zorin he was “‘rend- 
ering a bad service to the cause 
of disarmament’ by proposing 
nuclear disarmament w ithout 
ironclad guarantees. 


Test Bar Conference. 


Meanwhile, the three-nation 
conference on a nuclear test bar 
was in recess for 24 hours to 
give the West more time to 
study Russia’s latest proposal, 
made Saturday. 


(In Washington, White House 
press secretary James C, Hag- 
erty cautioned against assuming 
that President Eisenhower has 
made up his mind about the 
Soviet proposal. Hagerty said 
the proposal is still under study. 

(His comment was prompted 
by inquiries about a United 
Press Internatidnal story report- 
ing that Russia’s initial explana- 
tions of its plan have not con- 
vinced the President or his aids 
that it is acceptable. The story 
did not say the President had 
made up his mind,

Eutsey showed reporters a 
blow-up of a triple-exposure and 
said the color picture contained 
the figure of a man. Reporters 
tended to agree with him. 

The shadowy figure, Eutsey 
told a news conference, appears 
to be of a man about 5 feet 9 
inches tall, weighing about 160 
pounds. The man has a high 
forehead, is between 25 and 30 
years old, Eutsey said, is wear- 
ing boots and a parka jacket and 
appears to be carrying some- 
thing in his left hand. 

An alert has been issued for a 
man of that description, Eutsey 
said. 

Eutsey said the picture was 
snapped by one of the victims. 
*‘I believe she saw a man appear 
in the background and snapped 
his picture and became nervous 
at the same time in attempting 
to roll the film.

Why We're Slipping 

Two editorials side by side the 
Other day, “Slipping Industrially”’ 
and ‘‘Time to End a Strike.”’ 

Editorial No. 1 didn’t mention 
labor as being a factor for St. 
Louis’s dropping industrially; and 
if you had, it wouldn’t have mat- 
tered. There is nothing anyone 
can do. 

The Meatcutters’ strike is a clear 
example as to why we are slip- 
ping. As long as St. Louisans must 
pay the highest wages in the nation, 
we'll continue to lose industry. Po- 
litical or civic leaders cannot help; 
no lan“ ‘“*-rg will help; no leasing 
arrangements will help. 

In my own industry, we're paying 
up to 50 cents per hour more than 
are our competitors. One of the 
“Big 4” dry-goods wholesalers who 
moved is paying 75 cents an hour 
less than they paid here. Why 
would any business want to move 
into a situation like this? 

Chrysler's move here is fine. 
They and the other auto concerns 
and also McDonnell automatically 
pay top wages. High St. Louis 
wages won't hurt:them. But, in 
time, won't this make St. Louis like 
Detroit—a feast or famine city? 

In the 1933 depression St. Louis 
fared better than most cities. We 
had real diversification. Today, 
small and large manufacturers who 
compete nationally must move out. 
Emerson builds competitive items 
in Paragould, Ark., and Kennett, 
Mo. Century is moving its small- 
motor production to Tennessee. 
Wagner is doing the same at Brink- 
ley, Ark. They’ve got to, to get 
this type business. 

Afé St. Louis’s building costs are 
high, as much as 100 per cent high- 
er than some other cities, These 
high building costs also apply to 
Outstate Missouri. 

I hope my company can stay 
here. We will as long as we can 
make money; but when we can’t, 
we'll have to move, too. And it all 
seems so futile. No one can do 
anything about it.

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A Balance of Risks 


It is good news indeed that the ite 
House has the new Soviet plan for a miclear 
test treaty “under serious consideration.” Al- 
though the West knows from experience that 
the first prospectus of a Soviet proposal is not 
always borne out at the stage of hard, detailed 
negotiatian, there is every reason to give this 
latest Geneva plan careful and sympathetic 
attention. East and West may now be so close 
to agreement on a workable treaty that with 
effort on both sides it could be signed at 
the summit conference in May. 


As the Soviet proposal has been clarified 
over the week-end, the point that emerges 
with greatest force is that the Russians appear 
to be accepting the principle of international 
inspection and control as the foundation of a 
test treaty. They have provisionally accepted 
President Eisenhower’s proposal of Feb. 11 
for a treaty excluding small underground ex- 
plosions, and it was an essential part of his 
proposal that an international cgntrol body 
should be empowered to police the ban on the 
large explosions covered by the treaty. 

. . e 


In view of Russia’s historic fear of foreign- 
ers and its chronic secretiveness, if the Krem- 
lin is now ready to accept even a limited de- 
gree of international surveillance, a great step 
forward has been taken. This is why the 
Post-Dispatch has urged that a limited treaty 
would be better than none; that it would be 
worth some moderate risks to inaugurate lim- 
ited inspection instead of holding out un- 
realistically for absolute perfection. This is 
why we applauded the President’s proposal 
of a limited treaty. If the Russians now are 


really willing to adopt that proposal as a basis , 
for negotiation, every effort should be made- 


to hammer out agreement on the details. 


Large obstacles still must be overcome, One 
is the failure so far to agree on the number 
of inspections a year to be permitted under 
the treaty for effective enforcement. Yet 
since a limited treaty would require for ef- 
fective enforcement fewer inspections than 
an unlimited one, hope for an ultimate agree- 
ment on this score—perhaps at the summit— 
is not unreasonable. 


It may be more difficult to reconcile Ameri- 
can and Soviet views on how to deal with the 
small underground explosions that would be 
exempt from thé treaty. Our Government 
asks that everybody be free to conduct such 
tests if he wants to—and our military and 
atomic energy commission officials definitely 
want to. The Russians ask, instead, that the 
nuclear powers pledge themselves to refrain 
from these tests for a limited period, during 
which joint research would be carried on to 
determine ways of policing them as well as 
the bigger bangs above ground, which are 
detectable by presently known methods.

As we have noted before, there is some- 
thing to be said for the idea of linking a 
limited treaty with a pledged moratorium on 
small tests. The idea was first suggested by 
the British. It is. a question of balancing 
risks. 


Would not the establishment of interna- 
tional inspection over-big explosions—which 
might be extended as time went on—be worth 
whatever risks were involved in exempting 
small underground blasts from control for a 
féw ‘Years? How much significant evasion of 
the treaty actually could be carried out by 
use of this exemption? Are not the risks 
that would follow a failure to achieve any 
nuclear treaty far greater than the risks of 
a moratorium on small blasts underground? 


If the moratorium bore a definite time 
limit, and if joint research failed to find 
means of detection, and if at the end of the 
moratorium we believed the treaty was being 
evaded, we would certainly be justified in 
renouncing it—and this could be written right 
into the treaty. But surely it is wiser to take 
the first step than to hold back for fear of 
what might happen at some future date. And 
it is wiser to get limited international control 
started than to hold out for unlimited (and 
unattainable) hopes. 


We hope the Eisenhower Administration 
will go half way to meet the new Russian 
proposal. 


Orderly Withdrawal 


Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer was prudent in 
executing a strategic withdrawal from his can- 
didacy for Congress from the Sixth District of 
Maryland. His experience as commander in 
the China theater and as chief of staff to Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek does not necessari- 
ly qualify him for political office. Gen. Wede- 
meyer filed for the Republican nomination 
for Congress March 8 and unfiled three days 
later after opponents opened fire on him 
with the charge he first registered to vote the 
day he declared for Congress. Generals with- 
Cut previous voting experience had best run 
for President or not at all. 


Enforcement Would Help 


“Ignorance of the law excuses no one.” So 
it is pointless for officers of Teamsters’ Local 
688 and Meatcutters’ Local 88 to try to ex- 
plain their failure to report 1958 campaign 
cgntributions by saying they did not know 
that, under Missouri law, they were required 
to do so. But the state can do nothing since 
the law forbids prosecution for the offense 
more than a vear after it has been committed. 

Attorney General Dalton says that the re- 
quired reporting within 30 days after a gen- 
eral election “is a very good law and should 
be rigidly enforced” because “the public is 
entitled to know who is supporting the vari- 
ous candidates.” He is right. And he is just 
as right in saying that those who make politi- 
cal contributions “should be’ careful to ob- 
serve the law fully.” 

Yet even a perfunctory check suggests that 
the statute is ignored more often than it is 
observed. Hardly anybody is in a better posi- 
tion than the Attorney General to know this 
end to call it to the attention of prosecutors 
throughout the state. It may be, as Mr. Dalton 
says, that most violations are “an oversight 
due to lack of information rather than to 
deliberate evasion.” Yet nothing would do 
more to eliminate such oversights than a 
series of vigorous prosecutions. 

United States Attorney William H. Webster 
is not certain that the two unions also should 
have reported their campaign contributions 
to the clerk of the House of Representatives. 
The federal Corrupt Practices Act is notori- 
ously weak so far as the reporting of cam- 
paign contributions is concerned, Senator 


Hennings and others repeatedly have spon- 


sored legislation which would require full 
disclosure, yet Congress has been reluctant 
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to turn an adequate searchlight on campaign 
chests, So it will be a real gain if the omis- 
sions of the Teamsters and the Meatcutters 
lead at least to strict enforcement of the state 
law—and if they get adequate legislation out 
of Congress, instead of mock indignation. 


Beyond the Council 

A move is on in the County Council to di- 
lute further the timid and patently phony play 
at reforming the county’s  tax-collection 
machinery. 

Until now the Councilmen have considered 
combining the elective offices of Assessor 
and Collector in a Revenue Department 
headed by an elective official and staffed by 
patronage employes. Now Councilman Dowling 
would retain the Assessor as a separate elec- 
tive officer. If his colleagues go along with 
him, they might as well abandon even the 
pretense at reform and leave things as they 
are—for that is what the Dowling proposal 
boils down to. 

Genuine reform of the tax system is clearly 
beyond the capabilities of the Councilmen. If 
they took tax collecting out of politics they 
would be biting the patronage hand that helps 
them on election day. — 

What the county needs is to combine the 
Assessor’s and.Collector’s offices under an ap- 
pointed official who can be fired if he pulls 
off a stunt like the Devereaux tax fiasco of a 
few weeks ago; and it needs to put the em- 
ployes under a merit system where service 
to the taxpayers comes ahead of service to 
the officé holders. 

The only way to bring about this simple re- 
form is for the people to handle the matter 
themselves. They can do so. by signing the 


citizens committee’s petitions, now being cir- 


culated, to force a vote next November on 
adoption of two proposals that would take tax- 
collection out of politics. 


Lessons From Air Crashes 


There are great similarities between the 
crash of the Northwest Airlines Electra turbo- 
prop airliner in Indiana last Thursday and 
that of the Braniff Airways Electra in Texas 
last Sept. 29. For that reason alone, the Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency had to set flight speed 
limits on the operation of these craft. It is a 
necessary precaution until the inquiries dis- 
close more facts. 

Nine airlines use the Electra. Its record 
had been excellent until the Indiana and 
Texas accidents. These two crashes are un- 
usual in that the planes were relatively new 
craft. The Braniff plane had been in use 
but nine days and tle Northwest only a few 
weeks. Many Electras have thousands of 
hours on their flight records. 

James R. Durfee, head of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, emphasizes that in each crash 
the airliner had lost a wing in midair, indicat- 
ing structural failure. Yet this failure could 
have been caused by any of several things 
such as turbulence or a fuel or bomb explo- 
sion. The reduced speed limits on the Electra 
will mean that it should be able to fly through 
turbulence with far less strain than if the 
plane were going at maximum speed. Tur- 
bulence, reported in the general area of both 


plane crashés; -has destroyed several airliners | 


in the last 10 years. 


Gov. Collins Speaks Out 

Gov. Leroy Collins’s remarks on behalf of 
Florida Negroes were politically courageous 
and unusual in the South but not entirely 
unusual for him. The Florida Governor has 
made a record 6f moderation in racial issues 
that merits national attention. 

What Gov. Collins said this time, on a state- 
wide television network, was that a store 
owner had a legal‘right to sell goods to Ne- 
groes and to refuse to sell them food, “but 
I still don’t think he can square that right 
with moral, simple justice.” 

No other Southern Governor is making 
such statements, While Florida is sometimes 
described as a Northern State with a South- 
ern exposure, appeals for fair racial treat- 
ment are still uncommon in Tallahassee. And 
while Gov. Collins’s term ends next January, 
and he may not seem to be running much 
political risk by speaking of simple justice, 
the fact is that he has also spoken of justice 
when there was a risk. 

In his 1956 campaign, Gov. Collins ques- 
tioned desegregation but warned voters not 
to vote for him if they wanted racial turmoil. 
When Florida argued about desegregation in 
public schools, the Governor stressed that 
the real issue was between public schools 
and no public schools. When the Civil Rights 
Commission reported intimidation in Gadsden 
county and suggested federal voting reg- 
istrars, Gov. Collins opposed registrars but 
said Florida should see to it that no qualified 
voter was barred: 

Meanwhile Florida managed to shun racial 
violence and to avoid the errors of massive 
resistance to school integration. The State 
University admitted Negroes ‘and a tentative 
integration start was made at Orchard Villa 
school in Miami. 

Gov. Collins’s accomplishment has been to 
reduce the effectiveness of racism in Florida 
politics. Some observers even think he has 
made it impossible for the candidates in this 
vear’s gubernatorial race to indulge in race 
baiting. However that may turn out, Gov. 
Collins has done far more than most Southern 
cfficials have been able to do or dared to do 
for Southern political sanity. 


Two of Fifty 

Virginia is one of the few states to attempt 
to win the federal bonus for regulating bill- 
boards on interstate highways. The State 
Senate has voted 31 to 2 for a bill to keep 
most commercial signboards away from the 
edges of these new roads. 

Congress decided in 1958 to permit a bonus 
of one half of 1 per cent of federal interstate 
road payments for states meeting federal 
billboard standards. Maryland apparently is 
the first state to meet such standards, though 
Wisconsin, Connecticut and South Dakota 
have hoped to be able to claim eligibility. In 


Missouri, a House committee killed a bill- 


boatd plan a year ago. 

The states’ record of neglect is doubly as- 
tounding. They are ignoring free grants of 
millions of dollars—Maryland’s bonus alone 
may come to three million. And they are 
showing more concern for the rude privileges 
of the billboard interests than for their own 
scenery or the public which pays for the new 
highways. Next year Missouri’s legislators

SCOTTSDALE, Ariz., March 22 
(AP)—Boston Red Sox officials 
today said the club definitely 
had canceled two exhibition 
games- scheduled April 9-10 in 
New Orleans.

Washington won only a 
couple of more games in 1959, 
but broke the club’s home run 
record as early as July and 
finished with 163 fence-clear- 
ing drives, just four short of 
Cleveland’s league-leading to- 
tal. The Senators were, in- 
deed, a far cry from 1910 
when Walter Johnson, the 
matchless pitcher, led the club 
with two homers and from 
1917-18 when the team hit just 
four.

New Light Shotgun 
With Glass Barrel 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP)—The hunter who has every- 
thing can look forward to something new for the duck and quail 


seasons next fall. 


It is a shotgun with a glass barrel and an 


aluminum alloy receiver, introduced yesterday at the annual 
meeting of the National Rifle Association. 


The manufacturer, Winchester- 
Western, says the weapon is 
light to carry, easy to aim, safer 
and cooler shooting. The barrel 


is the reason. It consists. basical- 
ly of a thin steel liner and a 


conventional steel butt sleeve | 


wound with 500 miles of glass 
fibers thinner than human hairs, 
which give it strength. 

The completed gun weighs 
just 644 pounds but the manu- 
facturer says the glass fibers 
are twice as strong as steel in 
resistance to bursting. They 
won’t rust and the design keeps 
recoil to a minimum. 

After the steel tubing for the 
liner, only .02 inches thick, is 
joined to the butt sleeve, it is 
wound with the fibers bathed 
in a bonding resin which bonds 
them to the steel. They are 
applied in a way that varies 


the thickness to provide addi- 
tional strength at critical points. 

After heat treatment, an outer 
coat of glass cloth is applied 
with its fibers running length- 
wise along the barrel. This is 
_to decrease barrel whip. Then 
an aluminum front sight and 
holding lug are bonded to the 
glass barrel, a final finish is 
sprayed on and it is ready to be 
attached to the gun action. 

Glass fibers have been used 
in manufacturing fishing rods, 
boats, golf club shafts, bows 
and other sports goods. But an 
experimental test in North and 
South Dakota last fall was the 
first time they had been tried 
for shotguns. 

The first model of the new gun 
available is a de luxe job with 
an engraved receiver and gold 
'anodyzed trigger guard costing 
‘about $150.

NEW YORK, March 22 (UPI) 
—~Once again there will be ‘‘dou- 
ble qualifying’ for this year’s 
United States Open golf cham- 
pionship, the United States Golf 
Association announced today. 

That means most of the 2000- 
plus expected entrants will have 
to compete first in 59 local tour- 
naments, May 23-24. Survivors 
in these 36-hole matches then 
will compete in 12 sectional tour- 
naments, June 6-7, also 36 holes. 


Out of these sectionals will 
come a yet uncertain number of 
qualifiers to join with a handful 
of exempt players to form a field 
of 150 for the championship title 
at Denver, Colo., June 16-18. 

U.S.G.A. officials estimate the 
odds on a player reaching the 
sectional tournaments at 1 in 5. 

The “double, qualifying” sys- 
tem was used for the first time 
last year because of the steady 
growth in the total number of

The championship tourney at

The “authorized player” plan 
calls for removal of any restric- 
tions on the amount of money a 
tournament competitor may re- 
ceive. If adopted, there would be 
three player classifications:

Asthma Sutferer 


YESTERDAY we discussed medications and desensitizing 
shots for a child with asthma. 

Among other things, the child was sensitive to dust, wool 
and pollens, as well as certain foods. Diet can be rearranged 
to avoid offending foods. The other problems are not so 
simple. 

Dust can be controlled more easily than pollen. First, 
every effort should be made to keep the bedroom as free 
as possible of dust. This means a minimum of books, shelves, 
pictures, knicknacks and other items that can collect dust. 


In a house that has hot-air heat, particular care 
should be taken to keep the basement as dust free 
as possible; otherwise the particles will be circulated 
through the heating system. Blankets pose a double 

. problem—the wool (to which one my be sensitive) and 
dust which naturally will collect there, too. Wool can 
be avoided by substituting a spread of some harder- 
fibered fabric which can be washed as often as neces- 
sary to remove the dust. 


There are also electronic filters which circulate the air 
slowly (by a fan) and trap the dust and pollen as the air 
flows through. One of these can be. used in the room. 

In the case we have under consideration, the boy had a 
bad time in July of last summer, but in June and August he 
felt much better. This suggests that he is bothered by pollen 
from grasses. Earlier in the season, one suspects pollen 
from blossoms on trees. Later in the season, of course, 
ragweed and its annoying relatives are the likely offenders. 


Since pollen can be carried some distance by the 
wind, it is not easy to predict where it will be, nor 
how to avoid it. But if the lad’s bedroom is kept free, 
it will give him some restful sleep and leave him fresh 
to meet the next day’s problems. 


Even when a patient is being treated with desensitization 
shots for dust (or other allergens) it remains essential to 
avoid these allergens as much as possible. For, as I said 
yesterday, desensitizing is a process of giving small doses of 
the things to which the patient is sensitive, so that he or she 
gradually acquires natural defenses against them. If such a 
person encounters a heavier exposure to these things, then 
the body’s defenses are swamped, forcing him or her to 
begin all over again the gradual process of being able to 
cope with the offending materials.

_ Medical Aspects of Putting Man Into Space 


Aerospace Center Conducting Experiments to Protect Astronauts in Hostile Environment

FOR A BRIEF PERIOD re- 
cently I saw the shape of things 
to come at the Aerospace Medi- 
cal Center at Brooks Air Force 
Base near San Antonio, Tex. 
There I gained an insight into 
the problems to be encountered 
and overcome before man ven- 
tures into space. 

Guided by Col. Paul A. Camp- 
bell, a medical officer whe heads 
the advanced studies group of 
the center, we moved from area 
to area watching scientists 
studying the complex problem 
of how to keep a man alive in 
a completely alien and unfriend- 
ly environment—outer space. 

The school of aviation. medi- 
cine at the center just celebrated 
its forty-second anniversary. 
During the present decade pi- 
oneering work in space medicine 
was initiated and pursued and 
some time ago the school com- 
pleted a successful exptriment 
in keeping a man confined for 
seven days in a closed capsule 
to simulate conditions in space. 

Scientists had to find out how 
a man reacts to prolonged iso- 
lation as well as to conditions 
in the “capsule.” 

The air pressure to which the 
volunteer was subjected was 
about seven pounds per inch or 
the equivalent of that on an 
18,000 foot mountaintop. In this 
first experiment a constant flow 
of oxygen was fed into the cap- 
sule while carbon dioxide was 
absorbed by chemicals. 

The efficiency of the subject 
was tested by means of patterns 
flashed on an electronic screen. 
He had to match these patterns 
against charts. 

I sat in that confined area and 
realized I could not have with- 
stood the physiological and psy- 
chological stresses of capsule 
existence. Yet the pioneering 
work had to be undertaken to 
arrive at needed answers and 
the experiences of the first brave 
volunteer were used as a guide 
for others to follow. 

Also at the center I entered 
the ‘“‘world’s smallest efficiency 
apartment,” the second genera- 
tion two-man space capsule 
made by the Minneapolis-Honey- 
well Co. In this new capsule, 
which may well be the prototype 
of others to follow, is a tiny 
kitchen, sleeping quarters, sani- 
tary facilities, waste disposal 
system and an instrument panel 
to tell the subjects what is going 
of inside and immediately sur- 
rounding the capsule. 

One feature of the capsule is 
a small water processing plant 
in which waste waters are dis- 
tilled, freshened, passed over ac- 
tivated charcoal to absorb ob- 
jectionable odors and then 
turned into ice. The whole sys- 
tem is so compact it occupies 
only a small corner of the cap- 
sule’s floor. 

In view of the efforts to give 
the spaceman maximum com- 
forts with minimum area and 
weight, the quarters furnished 
our spacemen should not affect 
them adversely. Nor should the 
experience be more emotionally 
taxing than necessary. 

In another experiment I saw 
a small photosynthetic gas ex- 
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changer in which two mice live 
in harmony with an algae cul- 
ture. Algae, a simple water 
plant related to seaweed, has 
a curious property of absorbing 
carbon dioxide to produce oxy- 
gen. Scientists are trying to de- 
termine if a small animal colony 
could exist by breathing oxygen- 
laden air obtained from plant 
life. If the animals can live in 
this type of a closed cycle, then 
it may also be possible for men. 

Scientists are relying heavily 
on the ability of plant life to 
absorb the carbon dioxide of the 
cabin air together with radiation 
and continue to flourish and be 
suitable for food.

‘“‘Here we can make the heart 
get back to work,” Dr. Lamb 
says. “‘An astronaut is on his 
own, however.

If his 
heart continues to beat after the 
breathless period—and if weight- 
lessness doesn’t pose any new 
problems which we have not 
foreseen—he'll be all _ right.”

A FRIEND OF MINE was complaining about how he woke up 
at 3 o’clock the other morning and that television jingle about how 
some cigarette had unlocked the flavor, unlocked the flavor, un- 
locked the flavor, started running through his mind and he couldn’t 
go back to sleep. He was still angry about it the next day. 

Owners of small children are well aware that the youngsters 
know more commercial jingles than they do nursery rhymes, and 
for sometime now the theme music of various television shows 
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has become part of the pattern of our lives. 


We no sooner get 


rid of the dum-de-dum-dum of Joe Friday than people are sitting 


around dreamy-eyed listening to 


albums of the progressive jazz 


which is as important as the plot in Peter Gunn. 


So something like this was 
bound to happen and it has. 
For perhaps the first time in 
history the music of a television 
commercial has moved into the 
realm of respectable music and 
has become the basis of a new 
stereo album just released by 
RCA Victor. 


The name of the album is 
“Where There’s Life’’ and no 
St. Louisan who watches tele- 
vision or listens to the radio 
need be told what else is found 
where life is. 

Included in the album are 11 
other songs, all having to do 
with life, including such old 
favorites as “If } Had My Life 
to Live Over,” “Life is Just a 
Bowl of Cherries,’’ ‘‘The Best 
Things in Life,are Free’ and 
“‘Ah, Sweet Mystery of Life.’’ 

Just how popular the album 
is going to be can’t be deter- 
mined at this date, but the fact 
remains that it may mark the 
beginning of a trend which 
some may consider slightly 
alarming but interesting. Is 
there a hit tune in that nasal 
spray commercial? Could that 
song about the cereal which is 
just a little better, a little bit 
better, become one of the Top 
Ten? Who knows. 


Anyway, the three men re- 
sponsible for this minor phe- 
nomenon in musical circles are 
Russ David, Bob Johnson and 
John Macheca. Russ, who wrote 
the music for the commercial, 
is music director of Post-Dis- 
patch stations KSD and KSD- 
TV. Bob is radio and television 
creative director at D’Arcy Ad- 
vertisi#re~ Co., and Macheca is 
an account executive at the agen- 
cy and the man who more or less 
started the whole thing. 

At lunch the other day, they 
told me how it came about. It 
started back in 1956 when 
Macheca decided he wanted a 
musical commercial to advertise 
Budweiser. This wasn’t going 
to be easy, for two reasons. In 
the first place, he had to have 
something that, as he put it, 
would explain the slogan, 
‘‘Where there’s life, etc.’’ musi- 
cally. In the second place it 
had to please August A. Busch 
Jr. This also wouldn’t be easy 
because Busch had a deep aver- 
sion to advertising jingles in any 
size, shape or form. 

The call went out to jingle 
composers. in Chicago and New 
York. Results were discourag- 
ing. If anything they only con- 
firmed Busch’s opinions about 
jingles generally. 

So Russ, who had had some 
success writing jingles for other 
products, was asked to give it 
a try. ‘‘Macheca explained to 
me,”’ Russ said, ‘that they 
wanted to present the product, 
as being compatible with any- 
thing people might be doing. 
So I went to work.” 

Russ came up with what was 
to the first of many variations 
on the same theme: “At a con- 
cert or a show .. . A walk in 
the park . . . Wherever you go” 
. . . After he had composed the 
music a tape was made with 


Russ playing the piano and 
singing one part, his wife sing- 
ing another part and a musician 
friend a third part. 

“‘When she heard the finished 
product,”” Russ recalled, ‘‘my 
wife had only one comment, 
‘Awful.’ ”’ 


Busch, however, didn’t agree. 


He liked it. So did Macheca. 
“It was interesting,” said 
Macheca. ‘“‘We had _ avoided 


jingles like the plague. But this 
one clicked immediately, and 
we haven't deviated from the 
original score by as much as 
One note.” 


Russ, working with Johnson, 
made ‘a complete orchestral ar- 
rangement. .Johnson_ wrote 
lyrics and produced the com- 
mercials and everybody was 
pleased with the result. They 
had only one bad moment. A 
man presented himself at the 
brewery one day and announced 
that the line, ‘“‘Where there’s life 
there’s Bud” was written by 
him and he was going to sue. 
The legal department got busy 
and was able to dig up the fact 
that the same line was once 
used by the brewery in an ad 
back in 1933. 


“The first inkling we had 
that the song was more than 
just an ordinary commercial,” 
said Johnson, “came when we 
started getting letters from 
people. They wanted to know 
who was playing the trombone 
or who was playing the tuba. 
They praised the music. 
Here,” said Johnson as he 
reached into his pocket, “is 
one letter I treasure.” It was 
from Lillian Ross, a writer for 
the New Yorker. She wanted 
to know who was playing, “‘be- 
cause it sounded so good,” and 
added, “If your group has 
rade any recordings I’d like 
to obtain them. Congratula- 
tions and best wishes.” 


The group, incidentally, is a 
hand-picked aggregation of sing- 
ers and musicians, selected, 
Russ explained, “through the 
process of elimination. There are 
five singers and 12 musicians, 
and we use the same group all 
the time.” 

“We started kicking around 
the idea of a record or an al- 
bum,” Johnson said, ‘“‘but we 
didn’t know just how to present 
it. After we discussed and dis- 
carded several approaches, we 
hit on the idea of an album of 
songs with ‘life’ in the title. We 
also wanted to make it a happy 
type of album, one that sounds 
like fun. 

‘Well, you might think, as we 
did,’”’ Johnson said, ‘‘that there 
would be worlds of ‘life’ songs. 
We went through all the music 
libraries and finally came up 
with exactly 37 songs with the 
word in the title. And 20 of 
those were so obscure nobody 
would have heard of them.” 

The next step was to approach 
RCA Victor. The recording com- 
pany was bemused but interest- 
ed, Here was something they had 
never encountered before—the

idea of making a popular album 
around a song from a television 
commercial. 

_ Perhaps it should be explained 
at this point that only the music 
of the commercial is used in the 
album, not the words. There’s 
no mention of beer anywhere, 
except on the cover, which has a 
picture of a beautiful girl hold- 
ing a record while some uniden- 
tified male off stage pours her 
a glass of beer. 

RCA agreed to go~along, but 


they wanted to use big names, 
with Rosemary Clooney featured. 


Russ and Bob said no. The thing 


had achieved its present recogni- 
tion with the musicians they had 
been using and they were going 


to hold out for their own group. 
“We figured,”’ said Russ, “that 
if we go down, we go down hon- 
estly. Not with some big names 
rung in.” 


The lead singer is still 
Elaine Rogers, who has been 
with the group for three years, 
and whose voice, you may be 
interested to know, is the one 
you hear saying “‘su-u-re.” 


Not only is this probably the 
first time a major record com- 
pany has made an album from a 
commercial tune, but it is the 
first time in its history that 
RCA has produced an album 
which wasn’t conceived, pro- 
duced and performed by people 
on its own staff. 


But Russ and Bob were both | 
qualified for the job. Each year | 
the Radio Advertising Bureau | 
gives awards for the 10 best | 


commercials of the year, and 


for the past three years John- |

Russ has been playing the 
piano, leading bands and work- 
ing with music around St. Louis 
since he was 17 years old, which 
was 30 years ago. 

He comes trom a family that 
loved music and all played by 
ear. His father played the guitar, 
his brother and mother the 


piano, and Russ started on the | 


violin. He started taking the 
piano seriously when Gordon 


Jenkins, former St. Louisian and | 


now music director for NBC, 
heard him play and told Russ’s 
mother, ‘‘This kid, not his broth- 
er, should be taking the piano 
lessons.”’ , 

Russ started playing with a 
dance band while he was still 
in Webster Groves High School. 
“The tunes,”’ he recalls, ‘‘were 
‘Copenhagen,’ ‘Runnin’ Wild’ and 
‘Tiger Rag.’ There were at least 
three in the band who couldn’t 
even read music, but we didn’t 
let a little thing like that stand 
in the way.” 

He went to St. Louis Univer- 
sity to study business and fi- 
nance because his father, a 


| 


banker, had told him that the 
best way to make a good living 
was to become a certified pub- 
lic accountant. 

But when his mathematics 
teacher found him composing 
music on his math papers, he 
had a little talk with Russ. ‘‘How 
much can you make as a mu- 
sician?’’ he asked. Russ told him 
good piano players were making 
$80 and $90 a week. The teacher 
suggested that he go forth and 
try music for a while. If it didn’t 
work, he could come back to 
school and maybe settle down. 
Within a week Russ had a job. 

He played with Bobby Herr’s 
band and Jimmy Parker’s band, 
both well known to St. Louisans 
of three decades ago. He played 
on river boats on the Mississippi, 
at virtually every park in town, 
and for walkathons. 

“We were beatniks of the 
1930s,"" he laughs, “except that 
instead of growing beards, we 
didn’t cut our hair.” 


Russ insists he learned a lot | 


about basic jazz from the roust- 
abouts while playing on river 
boats, and he has always be- 
lieved, he says, that the white 
man stole the Negro’s music. 
“We prettied it up a little,’ he 
says, ‘‘but the Negroes own it.”

Second-Class Citizens 


) NEW YORK, March 22. 
I AM BECOMING more and more disturbed by the actiean 


> of the Governors of some Southefn states against.the passive 


resistance that our Negro citizeng are practicing in an effort 
to end segregation at lunch counters and other public places. 

It seems to me the time has come when those of us who 
believe in the law of the land must speak up. Our Constitution 
does not make anyone in our country a second-class citizen. 
But it happens that through the years, because we started 
with slavery, our Negroes have had to accept second-class 
citizenship. 


We should be proud that the Negroes have de- 
cided to “fight” for their own rights but to do so 
with passive resistance. Passive resistance is, of 
course, very much feared by those who are ready to 
use force, because in the end one cannot win against 
a determined people who use passive resistance. 


But the Negroes should not believe that they are fighting 
alone. Everyone of us who believes in law and order should 
speak out now and to the best of our ability actively show 
our determination that the law of the land and the meaning 
of our Constitution shall become a reality and not mere words. 

It has. been announced by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People—in a very reasonable 
document that details what has happened in South Carolina, 
in Georgia, and in Alabama—that the policy from now on is 
going to be “to withhold retail patronage from all units of 
the chain variety stores in all sections of the country which 
maintain a policy in their Southern stores of refusing to serve 
Negro customers at lunch counters on the same basis as other 
customers.” 


The courts have always considered peaceful picket- 
ing lawful, -but there must be order and discipline 
among those picketing. Every reasonable effort should 
be made to keep Communist groups from appearing 
with slogans and picket signs and literature that is 
detrimental to the lawful picketing formed by the 
N.A.A.C.P. 


One hundred years is a long time for a group to wait 
for what always has been its right. Why prolong diffi- 
culties among ourselves that hurt us before the eyes of the 
world? Why not put our American common sense and belief 
in fair play into action on this problem?
